The alarm consists of two ten-inch 
bronze gong bells in screens in a 
housing. located just above or be- 
bide the vault doors and a twenty- 
inch, fifty-five pound bronze gong 
bell in a housing located outside the 
building. Under favorable  condi- 
tions, {t is said that this bell car 
be heard three miles away and under 
normal conditions it can be heard 
several blocks in any direction. 

The vault itself is protected on the 
inside with double steel plate lining 
for the open circuit with a continu- 
ous gird of tin foil strip for the 
closed circuit, this lining covering the 
vault doors, floor, ceiling, walls and 
the: vestibule, not a square inch of 
the vault being unprotected. 

The doors themselves are controll-

THE BEST WAY TO MAKE CITI- 
ZENS OF ALLENS 


In ¢he city of Bakersfield there is 
a splendid example of good citizen- 
ship teaching. The school authorities 
have organized a special type of in- 
struction for a group of girls, mostly 
Mexicans, over 138 who were not mak- 
ing satisfactory progress in school, 
or who were likely to leave school 
and marry at an early age. The 
class is in charge of Miss Anna 
Heller, who has gn unusually sym- 
pathetic appreciatign of this type of 
girl. 

Many of theseggirls have not met 
the usual standard of efficiency in 
the common school branches because 
they cannot read and speak the Eng- 
lish language, and not because of a 
low grade of mentality. These girls 
are being trained as home-makers 
that they may improve their homes, 
and become self-supporting. By the 
same efforts they are mastering their 
Mnglish and more rapidly acquiring 
knowledge in the common school sub- 
pects. 


Last year 18 girls were enrolled; 


this year with two teachers, there 
are 38 in the class and others desire 
to enter. The group taught last 
year returned for a second year with- 
out ‘being sent for and several brought 
friends. Four of the pupils can not 
speak Bnglish as they have only 
recently come from Mexico. 

Much patient effort on the part of 
teachers. who have a sympathetic 
understanding of these young girls 
is repaid by such results as are seen 
in the illustrations, “Before” and 
“After Taking.” Six af these girls 
married in less than a year, two 
were 14, one 16 and one 18, Their 
own homes show wonderful improve- 
ment over their mothers’ and so 
they have learned their first big les- 
son in citizenship,

Qn October 14, 1893, ‘nineteen 
growers of lemons from Upland, On- 
tario and Cucamonga held a meeting 
and organized the Lemon Growers 
Exchange that they might realize 
better returns for their lemons. 

Mr. C. E. Harwood was elected 
president; B. A. Woodford was elect- 
ed secretary-manager. , 

Mr. Harwood has served as presi- 
dent continually and is now president. 

Mr. Woodford served five years. In 
1898 Mr. J. W. Freeman sucdgeded 
him und served until his death in the 
latter part of the year 1915. 

L. R. Bradley, the present secre- 
tary-manager, succeeded Mr. Free- 
man and took charge March, 1916. 

The first year 9834 boxes were 
shipped, the Association receiving 
$1.28 per box; the packing house 
expenses were 63- cents ptf box, the 
growers receiving 65 cents per, box. 

The second year the growers re- 
ceived $2.67 per box. ae 

The Lemon Growers Exchange 
joined the Southern California Fruit 
Exchange in 1897. 

The first year they operated in a 
building on fhe northwest corner of 
A street and Fourth avenue. Later 
they purchased the west building of 
the present house and by degrees 
purchased the entire block and cover- 
ed it with buildings. 

The present basement was excay- 
ated from under the building and 
was completed in 1914.

Some thirty odd years ago, the 
Stewart Brothers together with the 
Harwoods, McNeils, Stamm and oth- 
ers purchased from .the Chafféys a 
large portion of the Ontario Colony, 





ily have taken a prominent part in 
the development of this colony as a 
citrus fruit district, and as showing 
their confidence in the citrus indus- 
try, are still owners of a large part 
of the acreage they planted thirty 
years ago. 

They have been interested in the 
system of cooperative marketing as 
carried on by the California Fruit 
Growers Exchange since its - incep- 
tion, being gmong those who organ- 
ized the Ontario Fruit Exchange and 
Lemon Growers Exchange, the pio- 
neer cooperative associations in this 
district: 

In view of the fact that their large 
acreage was all handled in very 
much the same manner, and their 
fruit being very similar in character, 
the Stewarts decided that they were 
justified in having their own shipping 
organization and in the summer of 
1901 the Stewart Citrus Association 
was incorporated with a board of 
directers consisting of Lyman Stew- 


art, W. B. Stewart, E. S. Lawson, 
N. J. MacFarland and E. M. I. 
Maurer. J. A. Beattie, who former- 


ly organized the Cucamonga Associa- 
tion, was elected secretary and man- 
ager. 

A packing hoyse which is still oc: 
cupied by, the* Assoajation was built 
on A street, "Upland, at that time 
called North Ontario, and thé first 
year’s outp@t, reduced. very mater- 
ially by a disastrous wind in the 
fall of 1901, amounted to only 32

The buginess of the Association 
has grown from 43 carloads of or- 
anges and lemons; picked, from 330 
acres in the season of 1901-1992 to 
257 ‘earloads from the same acreage 
in 1916-1917. The packing house be- 
ing increased from 13,000 sq. ft. of 
floor space to 25,000 sq. ft. 

With the rapid growth and devel- 
opment of 80 additional acres of 
lemons which ate just coming into 
bearing, the packing house facilities 


as now afforded will be taxed to their | 


utmost and in a very few years the 
Association will have outgrown its 
present quarters. 

The Association not only picks, 
packs, and ships’ the fruit from,, the 
Stewart orchards but through its 
fumigation department performs all 
of the necessary fumigation ‘for 
these same orchards and in dddi- 
tion, acts as the purchasing agent 
for all fertilizer and supplies for the 
entire acreage.

ANOTHER BIG POTASH PLANT IS 
STARTED AT SEARLES LAKE 





Another million dolar plant for 
the manufacture of potash is being 
erected at Searles Lake, a few miles 
south of Trona. It is being built by 
the West End Consolidated Com- 
pany, and it is planned to have it 
ready for the production of potash 
within the coming year. 

Searles Lake contains, according to 
the report of A. J. Klamt, superin- 
tendent, and H. S. Emlow, general 
fmanager of the Trona plant, enough 
potash to supply the United States 
for more than 100 years. 

Two companies, the*American Tro- 
na Corporation, which has a potash 
plant valued at $1,000,000, and the 
Solvay Process Company, with equip- 
ment almost as large, are now pro- 
ducing and shipping potash from 
Searles Lake. Besides potash, the 
lake contains borax both in the brine 
and crystal. The Pacific Coast Bo- 
rax Company owns extensive de- 
posits then, but at present obtains 
its output from mines in other parts 
of the country. 

Anothér mineral prof@uced»in the 
district about the old lake is Epsom 
salts, which is used practically gall 
over the world. These mines, which 
are now being worked on a .consid- 
erable scale, are in the hills above 
the lake. :

The Lord’s day observances act for- 
bids—note the selection—any trades- 
man, workman, artificer or laborer to 
work on Sunday, except for works of 
charity or necessity. Further, the 
above four classes are not to use any 
boat, or barge, or sell goods, cooked 
food excepted, under a penalty of 5 
shillings. 

If a horse dealer sells a horse on 
Sunday he cannot, in law, sue for {ts 
price; but if neither party to. the 
equine transaction {!s a horse dealer, 
then the contract ts perfectly good! 

And !f any ordinary trader sells 
goods on a Sunday tn the ordinary 
way of his business he cannot only be 
summoned, but if he has gtvén credit 
he cannot sue the purchaser! If, how- 
ever, the purchaser keeps the Sunday- 
bought goods, and afterward—on a 
week day—promises to pay for them, 
then he can, on default, be sued. 

But—a wonderful act—-farmers, at- 
torneys, sufgeons, cab drivers, coach 
proprietors and Jews are exempt.

Apricots are not doing so well.
